| Sound ethics rather than shrewdness governs most business 
transactions of the present day. 





ACK in the “good old days” when the camels brought goods to Europe by way of the deserts, it was 
the custom to barter merchandise for merchandise and to buy gold and silver by weight. The sellers 
| regarded the buyers as infidels and the buyers looked upon the.sellers as heathen, so that whatever 
either got from the other that he did not give full value for was regarded as clear gain and creditable to the 
shrewdness of the trader. There was an elaborate system of bargaining, whereby the seller asked for his 
wares at first a price which he had not the ghost of a show of getting, and was gradually bargained down to a 
figure that the buyer could afford to pay. There was no such thing as a fair price and a one-price merchant. 
Quite logically, under such circumstances the merchant was not looked upon as a high class man and the 
trade of buying and selling goods and merchandise was not regarded as one a gentleman could pursue, since 
it involved taking more from another than was fair and taking advantage of ignorance or innocence for the 
sake of money. The highwayman was looked upon as more respectable, for his theivery was done in bold 
and open defiance of authority, and demanded at least the courage of the warrior. 

The idea of making money by so-called shrewd methods persisted for centuries; indeed, so persistent 
has been the idea that many columns have been written in praise of the methods of a big Philadelphia house 
which undertook a generation or so ago to deal absolutely “on the square.” Materially the world moves 
else why should common duty and simple honesty

even in stores whose methods are above 1 very likely there will always be the necessity of 
clearing out surplus stock, end-of-the-season lines, shop-worn goods, goods which have been unwisely 
bought, etc., by means of the bargain counter. But here the goods are frankly marked down and the public 
understands there is a good reason for the sale. Some stores buy job lots to keep a bargain sale going which 
was legitimately started and proved a success; but there are stores which quit offering bargains when they 
have no more to offer—and the public knows pretty well where such stores are to be found and patronizes 
them liberally when it wants to be sure of dollar-for-dollar value. 





|! The office appliances dealer and the modern commercial stationer are fortunate in the times in which 
they live. The stationer and the bookseller have always been associated together, and whatever stigma the 
world used to attach to merchandising very largely missed the stationer whose calling was so intimately 
associated with education and the politer arts. Commercial stationers as a class and those who confine their 
efforts to office appliances more exclusively inherit a high degree of public confidence and regard and as a 
rule their characters and business methods entitle them to a foremost place. To know the commercial 
stationery and office appliances men of the United States is better than a college education. It fortifies one’s 
faith in men. It makes one perfectly sure that a man can be honest in business and be prosperous, and sure 
that he cannot be dishonest and successful at one and the same time. This is the lesson that the modern 
successful business man is teaching: One price for all, from the millionaire to the little black pickaninny ;

Its attendance is dominated by purchasing agents of large 
concerns and by dealers in office equipment. It is to be regretted that furt 
manufacturers have manifested but little interest in past exhibitions. Not 
does the show afford a chance for direct sales of the goods, but it also stimulates 
the interest of the dealer in office furniture as a part of the essential stock 
line. The fact that office furniture requirers so much space for exhibition purposes 
and therefore entails large expense has been offered as a reason for the few furn- 
iture exhibit at the annual shows. Arrangements might be made to devote the 
balconies of the buildings to furniturs under some equitable rate for 
the space.

for they cannot be successfuly disputed 
Why then should any one be discontented 
with Ido and harbor the delusion that he 


can produce something better:

American Office Furniture in France. 
( From Consul James E. Dunning, Havre.) 

The sale of American office furniture at 
Havre is handicapped by a duty of 16 to 
20 francs per 100 kilos ($1.40 to $1.75 pet 
100 pounds), according to finish, and the 
ocean freight charges, calculated per cubic 
foot of merchandise, as well as by the de 
mand of the district for low-priced goods 
Inquiries made at the leading furniture 
house show that the cheapest American 
desk can not be sold here under $65, 
whereas a French desk (of admittedly in 
ferior quality, however) costs but $35 

Sales in the Havre district will be insig 
nificant as long as the Paris agents of 
American manufacturers are unable to con 
vince the trade that the higher-priced arti 
cle is better in the long run. It must be 
remembered that many European business 
and professional men still make little or 
no effort at office equipment as it is known 
in the United States.

BOMB JARS BIG FACTORY. 

Shortly after 1:30 o’clock on the morning 
of July 13 a dynamite bomb exploded in 
the elevator shaft of the new four-story 
structure occupied by the Schick-Johnson 
Company, manufacturers of office fixtures, 
at 1737-1745 North Paulina street, Chicago. 

The explosion, which was heard blocks 
away and startled residents out of their 
beds, tore a huge hole in the elevator shaft, 
partially wrecked the second floor of the 
structure and broke nearly every pane of 
glass, not only in that building, but in sev- 
eral adjoining structures 

Labor troubles are given as the cause for 
the explosion. The building in which the 
bomb was placed was only finished a short 
time ago and was completed by non-union 
men. 

After the explosion, which brought the 
fire department to the scene, a second dyna- 
mite bomb with a time fuse attached to it 
was found near the elevator shaft. 

The new building covers a half block 
bounded by North Paulina street, Marsh- 
field avenue and the Bloomingdale road. 
According to the watchman, Ernest Woods, 
the bomb was exploded a few minutes after 
he had made his rounds. He had just 
seated himself in a chair when the ex- 
plosion occurred. It hurled him from his 
chair, bruised him, but did not injure him 
seriously. 

The damage to the building is estimated 
at approximately $3,000. The police took 
away the unexploded bomb

POSTAGE. 


In relation to the subject of short-paid

LOOSE LEAF LINES.

It seems strange that dealers who know 
the demand for loose leaf goods will per- 
sist in looking upon this branch of the of- 
fice appliance business as a specialty or at 
least as business made of special orders. 

I do not know how the sales of loose 
leaf systems compare with those of bound 
books, but from the number of loose leaf 
manufacturers operating at present, and a 
knowledge of the popularity of loose leaf 
methods in all of the large business houses, 
I think I am safe in saying that the volume 
of loose leaf business equals, if it does not 
exceed, that of bound books. 

No up-to-date stationer would think of 
opening a blank book department with a 
line of samples; in fact it is a common thing 
to see blank book stocks which will inven- 
tory up to a thousand dollars in very small 
stores. Yet these same dealers would 
think 
with a line of loose leaf devices covering 
half a dozen of each of the principal stock 


themselves very much overstocked 


sizes of one manufacturer’s line. 


It is true that some of the larger station- 
ery houses now carry complete lines of 
stock sizes and are able to fill most of their 
loose leaf orders from these stocks, but in 
the majority of the smaller stores the old 
method of carrying a line of samples and 
selling from the catalog is still practiced. 
This method may be satisfactory and prac- 
ticable so far as special orders are con- 
cerned; but the day has gone by when a 
dealer can expect to build up a profitable 
and continuous loose leaf business on spe- 
cial orders alone. Initial orders for special 
sizes generally pay a good profit where the 
dealer is equipped with facilities for making 
the sheets,

gin. He now finds that the manufacturer

Another point in favor of building up a 
business on stock goods is that this class of 
trade repeats. When a business man finds 


a place where a good assortment of binders 


is carried in all the stock sizes and 


knows 
he can get what he wants without waiting 
for the dealer to order it from the factory 
he is pretty sure to give that place his or- 
ders. The house with a sample line gener- 
ally gets a chance to bid on the cut price 
orders, but it is the house which carries the 
goods which gets the profitable stock or- 
ders. There is little doubt that the 
standard

leaf industry is fast attaining a 
which, when finally reached, will result in 
greater profits for both manufacturer and 
dealer. 

Standard sizes and standard gauges are 
the logical outcome of a better understand- 
ing of the loose leaf system. 

The evolution of loose leaf toward stand- 
ard sizes and gauges has also done away 
with many obsolete types of devices, and 
dealers are learning that it is not essential 
to carry in stock several different types of 
binders for the same general purpose

stocking of loose leaf lines and enables the 
dealer to carry a good assortment of sizes 
with much less investment than heretofore
